In other words notwithstanding Mr. Barrowman we be- 
tieve that there can and must be business:in Government. | In fact 
the biggest business that we have in Canada today is Government, 

We suppose that no person in his sane senses would con 
tend that politics (in the popular sense) runs rampart in the Town 
Councils of Bassano or Brooks, Yet it is civil government and the 
administration of civil government. And. to the degree that they 
are efficient we suppose they are business like, and demand a dol- 
lar's worth of goods or services for that amount of money.
